Group I, claim(s) 16-22, drawn to a conjugate of a biomolecule having a structure as 
shown in claim 16 and a support and a pharmaceutical composition containing the 
conjugate, classified in class 424. 

Group II, claims 27, 32 and 37, drawn to a method of inducing antibodies using the 
pharmaceutical composition of claim 22 and antibodies produced by the method, 
classified in class 530. 

Group III, claims 42 and 43, drawn to a method of inducing passive immunity by 
administering an antibody of claims 32 or 37. 

Group IV, claims 48-53, drawn to a method of inducing antibodies using the reaction 
product of a diene-biomolecule reactant with a dienophile-biomolecule reactant in a 
cycloaddition reaction (no requirement for any specific structures) and antibodies 
produced by the method. 

2) The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

a) Inventions /;;i and //^each of II and III are related as product and process of use. 
The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the conjugate of Group I which contains a 
carbohydrate biomolecule could be attached to an affinity chromatography column and used to 
remove a corresponding carbohydrate-specific antibody from a biological sample. 

b) Inventions I -III and are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case, the method of Invention IV does not require the use of any compound having a 
structure as defined in Invention I. 

c) Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
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the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the antibodies could be used as reagents in an afTinity 
chromatography method to separate the corresponding antigen from a biological sample. 

3) Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter requiring different fields of 
search and different patentability considerations, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
